fy because of physical defects, which 
could have been corrected by proper 
physical training. 

Mr. Zerfoss by actual demonstra- 
tion with the pupils of the various 
schools visited put on various com- 
munity plays, where as many as 100 
pupils were engaged In the same play, 
at the same time; also Instructing 
them In volley ball, relay races, 
dashes and Jumps in the hope that at 
the end of the school year these 
■chools will put on a field meet and 
compete In a friendly sportsman-like 
way, reviving again the spirit of the 
golden age of renowned sports. 

Mason county has Just reason to be 
proud of her schools, both city and 
county, and Mr. Zerfoss, an old school 
man, expressed unreserved gratifica- 
tion at the splendid work that was be- 
ing done, the high-class teachers dl 
recting the work and the wonderful 
personal and spirit of the pupils, all 
Indications of a fine, forward looking 
citizenship back of it all.

A bill to take the state penal and 
charitable Institutions out of politics 
by the establishment of a civil service 
commission to examine superintend- 
ents and employes will be submitted to 
the 1920 session of the Kentucky Gen- 
eral Assembly by the Kentucky Fed- 
eration of Woman's Clubs. It was de- 
cided at the meeting of the executive 
board held at Lexington Friday. 

The federation will also have pre- 
sented bills to raise the age of legal 
protection of girls to eighteen years 
and to provide equal protection for 
both sexes, to provide a farnr to which 
delinquent women may be committed 
for Indefinite terms, and to obtain 
state aid for tuberculosis sanatoria. 
All of the bills to be presented will 
be drafted and submitted to the Ken- 
tucky Co-operative Council, which will 
meet at the University of Kentucky. 
October 16, for corrections and addi- 
tions. 

The bill providing for a civil service 
commission will take the appointment 
of heads and employes of all charit- 
able and penal Institutions out of the 
governor and political leaders, and 
provide for competitive tests of effic- 
iency and ability of appliances for po- 
sitions. The bill asking state aid for 
sanatoria for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis Is endorsed because there la no 
state sanatorium and no county nor 
group of counties would be able to fi- 
nance alone the district sanatoria 
planned. 

The farm for delinquent women 
which will be asked In another bill, 
should bo equipped for mental, mor- 
al, physical and industrial training to 
satisfy the needs of inmates who may 
be committed to It, according to the 
reccmmendatlon of the Social Hygiene 
Department. The same department 
asked and was assured of the co-oper- 
ation with any agency seeking the re- 
vision and betterment of divorce laws 
of the State. 

Members of the board engaged In a 
long discussion of the need for better 
motion picture censorship In Kentucky 
after Miss Anne Gulllon, of Carrolton, 
chairman of the Department of Civic, 
advocated a State board of censors. 
No action was taken except an agree- 
ment to continue the spreading of pro- 
paganda for better censorship. 

The board voted to ask club mem- 
bers to act as solicitors In the cam- 
paign to raise 1300,000 for a Kentucky 
Memorial building on the campus of 
the University of Kentucky In view of 
the shortage of workers available 
President Frank L. McVey, of the uni- 
versity, and Edward W. Hlnes, of Lou- 
isville, chairman of the general com- 
mittee, addressed the board and ask- 
ed the aid of the club women of the 
State in the campaign, which has al- 
ready been endorsed by the Federa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, chairman 
of the Department of Education, re- 
ported the campaign to raise $20,000 
in the State to purchase supplies for 
the use of Illiterates in the moonlight 
srhools would continue until Decem- 
ber 1. The board will urge districts 
which have not raised their quotas of 
the fund to Increase their efforts. 

The resignation of Miss Alice Lloyd 
of Maysvllle, as manager of the cam- 
paign, was announced by Mrs. Stewart, 
who will conduct the remainder of the 
campaign herself. 



GREAT PATTI WONDERFUL 
SINGER IS DEAD 

Adellna Pattl, One of the Greatest of 
Prima Donnas, Died This

London, September 27. — Adellna 
Pattl, the prima donna, died this morn- 
ing at Cralgy-Nos castle, Penycae. 
South Wales. 

Mme. Adellna Pattl reigned for 40 
years as queen of singers. 

Her marvelous voice thrilled the 
greatest contemporaries -of her day. 
The elder Dumas, the French dramat- 
ist, once said to her: 

"Being a man and a Christian, I 
love to listen to your singing; but 
If I were a bird I would die of envy - 
Dwindling finances sent the Pattl 
family from Italy to New York when 
Adellna was a baby. When she was 
seven "years old her parents suddenly 
became destitute. 
"In the emergency," the singer said, 
ray mother considered that I had ex- 
traordinary vocal talent, and hit upon 
the Idea of bringing me out In con- 
cert". The ohlld made her debut at 
Trlpler hall. In New York, Ringing 
arias from the "Barber," in 1850. She 
was the Juvenile prodigy of the day, 
nnd nearly ruined her voice by over- 
work. At the ago of 16 she appeared 
In the Academy of Music, New York. 
In her first opera role "Lucia di Lan - 
mermoor." Her wonderful soprano 
aroused the audience to the wildest 
enthusiasm, and her fame swept the 
country. It was the beginning of a 
dazzling conquest of Europe. Royalty 
entertained her and courted her fa- 
vors.

BEGIN THINKING 
ABOUT SEED CORN 
IS AGENT'S ADVICE 



County Agent George Kirk In 
ment Says That Farmers 
Now Think of Seed Corn. 



Mr. George Kirk, Mason County's 
Agent, Saturday gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

In view of the adverse growing con- 
ditions for corn during 1919 In Ken- 
tucky, farmers having crops of high 
grade corn Bhould make liberal allow- 
ance for the probable demand for seed 
corn In tho coming Bprlng by saving 
as much of their corn for seed as pos- 
sible. In order that this corn may be 
in the best condition In the spring, It 
Bhould be kept well ventilated which 
may be accomplished by suspending 
the ears from a wire In the shed or in 
the attic. If the corn is thoroughly 
dry before freezing weather, the ger- 
mination test goncrally proves satis- 
factory in the spring. The corn that 
saved the day for Kentucky in the 
spring of 1918 was that saved by care- 
ful farmers over their own seed wants 
In the two years before. The coming 
year is likely to approach 1918 In seed 
corn demand In Kentucky. There will, 
of course, be a large surplus of good 
corn In northern states, since corn Is 
of good condition there and mostly 
out of the way of frost at the present 
lime. This Information, regarding the 
situation in Kentucky, is given at the 
present in order to avoid an acute 
marketing situation in the spring. 

As an Index to the future price of 
hogs, the following figures from the 
Department of Agriculture Estimate 
may be of interest. There were, on 
September 1, 1919, 62,073,000 hogs 
against three million. On September 
1, 1917, there were 60,213.000 and Sep- 
tember 1, 1916, 65, 645,000. The great- 
est number of hogs on Septem v ">r 1 
during the last live years wbb record- 
ed on September 1, 1915, when there 
were 88,256,000. Along with these fig- 
ure, should be considered the fact that 
there has been a large Increase In the 
number of brood sows since 1915, and 
hence the low figure in the present 
year may be greatly Increased before 
the year Is ovor.

FOR THE LEAGUE : WITH RESERVATIONS 

President Wilson now accuses his opponents in the senate of 
consulting cowardice instead of courage in refusing to accept the 
covenant of the league of nations as it is given them. The president's 
conceptions as it is given them. The president's conceptions are pe- 
culiar. He alarms his audiences by trading upon their fears and 
charges that clear sighted men who are not frightened by visiious 
but who have a decent regard for reality with being contemplated 
and cowardly. 

His presentation of the case for the covenant has wlakened it. 
in our opinon. He has demonstrated that the senate opposition is 
right and that the United States, for its security, must be saved from 
entrapment in the league as it stands. 

It is about time for the senate to proceed to adopt the reserva- 
tions which will protect the United States, adopt the amended cove- 
nant, accept the peace with Germany, and give the world its start on 
the road towards stability. 

The further the argument over the covenant proceeds the more 
it degenerates into calling of nann a and the less it develous reasons 
for the covenant without reservations. 

The Am organisation of that document is needed. No other na- 
tion has surrendered a vital inter, -it to Mr. Wilson's cause of inter- 
nationalism. Our powerful assoc ties are heavy with benefits and 
assured in theid prospects. The United States has not asked for any 
present benefits and the senate is not asking for them. The senate 
opponents of tl e covenant in its present form are asking that the 
American future be given some of the safeguards the other nations 
have obtained for their future. 

It is harmful tn delay the ree tablishment of peace. It is use- 
less to avoid longer the issues Mr. Wilson has raised. His program 
should be amended, and it should bo amended as expeditily as possi- 
ble.

That is, they aim to divide Amer- 
icans into the classes that exist in continental Europe, the upper and 
lower classes, and, after having divided artificially and at whim, to 
put what they call the upper class under the feet of what they call 
the lower class. All this without any admission of the only class dif- 
ference which God or nature ever recognized — the class of those who 
can and the class of those who can't.

SOLDIERS BROUGHT BACK 
CONFINED IN IRON CAGES 

.Sufferer* From Shell Shock Put With 
Insane, and Beaten and Kicked 
Way to Discharge. 

Washington, September 27.— Scath- 
ing denunciation of those In authority 
In tha Army Is voiced by Representa- 
tive Charles J. Thompson, of Ohio, In 
urging charges that they have destroy- 
ed the national guard, reduced officers 
to ranks by so-called inefficiency 
boards, sent youths to prlBon almost 
for life for trlval offenses, unnecessar- 
ily executed soldiers before mitigating 
papers reached the Judge Advocate 
Oeneral, permitted the brutal beating 
of homesick and shell-shocked eol- 
dlers, locked up sane white soldiers in 
wards and metal cages with insane 
whites and negroes, caused arbitrary 
delay In discharging enlisted and 
drafted men, failed to glvo proper pro- 
motions and otherwise comported 
themselves with "favoritism, ineffic- 
iency, brutality and pusillanimity." 

"If the crimes committed against the 
soldiers of the United States, both in 
America and abroad, by the autocratic 
military authorities," he says, in a 
statement Issued today, "could be 
chronicled, a library of considerable 
dimensions would be required to hold 
them. Now that men are being dis- 
charged the truth is coming out. 
Some methods should be devised by 
Congress to rectify, if possible, some 
of the wrongs inflicted upon Boldlers, 
and empty every prison in the United 
States of every prisoner not a crimin- 
al under civil laws. 1 could be ar- 
rested for what I think of the present 
military cabal, which, In my opinion, 
could Klve Satan pointers on how to 
run Hades." 

The ire of Thompson has been 
roused by witnesses Introduced by him 
as the result of his resolution to in- 
vestigate the Walter Reed and Saint 
Elizabeth's hospitals here and Interro- 
gated during the past week by Repre- 
sentative Rosooe C. McCullOoh, of Can- 
ton, a member of the House commit- 
tee Investigating the War Department. 

"At Savonay, In Hospital 214", said 
one witness, "some of the mental cases 
were really Insane, but most of them 
were Just worr>lng simply about home 
affairs. Yet there were locked up be- 
hind heavy screen-wired windows. If 
they did not do Just what they were 
.told in exartly the way It was told 
them, the boys were Jumped on and 



beaten up. There was one man named 
Mooney. He had gone crazy over re- 
ligion. He never bothered anyone and 
Just sat on his bed all day. saying his 
'Hail Mary' and counting his beads. 
The side of his face was skinned where 
a couple of men had Jumped on him 
and beaten him. He is just one I re- 
member." 

DISCHARGED FROM CUSTODY 

The Augusta Chronicle says: Read- 
ers of the Chronicle recall the arrest 
of James R. Kelly a few weeks ago on 
a white slavery charge, preferred by 
the Government authorities, after 
which he was taken to Huntington, W. 
Va., where he remained In jail until 
last Saturday when he was given a 
hearing and discharged from custody. 

At the time of his arrest at tblB 
place, Jim Bob said it was a case of 
spite work on the part of his former 
brother-in-law, Oeorge Crawford, of 
Charleston, W. Va., who accused Kel- 
ly of being unduly familiar with Craw- 
ford's 14-year-old daughter, and of ac- 
companying the girl from West Vir- 
ginia to Kentucky and Ohio. Jim Bob 
did not deny accompanying the girl, 
but said hla sister, Mrs. Crawford, who 
had left ber husband, was with them 
and that both of the women stopped off 
here for a stay with relatives. 

Jim Bob passed thorugh here west- 
bound, Saturday for Cincinnati, and 
told relatives here that the Govern- 
ment authorities were now after Craw- 
ford.

AUGUST EXPORTS 

SHOW INCREASE 



The decline in our export trade In- 
dicate by the July figures did not con- 
inue In AuguBt, according to a state- 
ment Just issued by the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Exports during August amounted to 
$76,000,000 more than In July, being 
valued at $646,000,000. In August last 
year the total was $527,000,00. For the 
eight months ended with August ex- 
ports were valued at $5,275,000,000, 
against $4,009,000,000 for the corre- 
ponding months In 1918. 
August imports amounted to $308,- 
000,000, a decrease of $36,000,000 as 
compared with July but a gain over 
the $273,000,000 recorded In 1918. For 
the eight months ended with August 
mports Increased from $2,061,000,000 
In 1918 to $2,263,000,000 In 1919.

TIED UP BY 
RAILROAD STRIKE 



London, September 27. — Great Brit- 
ain was Involved today in the most ex- 
tensive strike in the country's mem- 
ory. 

Stoppage of the entire railway sys- 
tem at midnight opened the tlrst bat- 
tle In EngllBh history between the 
government and organized labor. 

With more than 500,000 men af- 
fected and the country's transporta- 
tion paralyzed, tho government's first 
precautions today were to prepare 
against starvation. 

The food ministry Bprang a surprise 
when It revealed existence of secret 
food reserves in London, sufficient for 
six weokS. Stocks In other parts of 
the kingdom, It was declared, will en- 
able Britain to subsist for eight weeks. 
Motor lorries began operating today 
between seaports and food depots. 

Milk distribution offered the worst 
problem, but an attempt will be made 
to operate a few trains for this pur- 
pose. 

The government had established a 
virtual food llctatorshlp with almost 
limbless powers.

FARM BUREAU WILL 
BE GREAT BENEFIT 
TU OUR FARMERS 

Campaign For More Members to 
Farmers' Organisation Begins in 
Full Force Monday. 

Officers of tho Mason County Farm 
Bureau this afternoon mado the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to the or- 
ganization for which a membership 
drive begins Monday: 

For the past fifty years tho great 
cry to the farmer has been to Increase 
production. In 1914-1919 that cry 
reached the proportions of an organ- 
ized, agonized appeal that amounted 
almost to a compulsory demand. In 
every crisis the farmer has risen to 
the needs of the occasion and done 
what he was BHked to do. But the 
farmer has never been taught how to 
market that which he produced. He 
must be, If he Is to prosper, and he 
must be given a voice In his business. 

The greatest value of the farm bu- 
reau comes in the things that do not 
apply to one man alone. Any Individ- 
ual farmer can order a car of lime or 
phosphate and put it on his land. But 
there are many things that require a 
concerted effort to accomplish. And 
then there is the matter of represen- 
tation. Too often the farmers have 
been In the position of the man who 
failod to be present In a law suit and 
then afterward wondered why the suit 
wont against him. You cannot blame 
the people who have galued advantage 
over tho farmers any more than you 
can blame the Jury for deciding the 
case In favor of the man represented. 

Now If the farmers get behind the 
farm bureau in this county and in oth* 
er counties In the state, as they are 
doing in other states, they should get 
what Is coming to them, for they will 
have a system of representation equal 
to any of the other classes of people, 
and they will control that system 
themselves. A Farm Bureau, though. 
Is just what the farmers make It. 

A story Is told about a little girl who 
fell out of bed on several nights In 
succession. She Anally concluded that 
she went to sleep too near where she 
got In. That is the case of too many 
farmers — they join the Farm Bureau 
and then proceed to sleep as far as 
the association is concerned. It de- 
pends on the farmer whether he gets 
any good out of It or not. If a man 
buys a now binder and never uses It 
he has only himself to blame for not 
getting any benefit from the Invest- 
ment
